PETTIS COUNTY’S STAR ROUTE 


Also 
Has 
Twenty-Six 
Routes 
for 
Rural Carriers. 


Postmaster E. E. Johnston recently 
made inquiry of the postoffice depart­ 
ment at Washington, D. C., as to the 
total number of miles covered by rural 
mail carriers on routes in the state or 
Missouri and has just received the in­ 
formation sought. 
The total mileage covered daily by 
rural carriers is 51,285 miles, and in 
addition to this the postal department 
has in operation 5,296 miles of what 
is styled Star routes. 
Of the total mileage in tile state Pet­ 
tis county has 612. miles, with twenty- 
six routes in the county, eight of that 
number being from the Sedalia post­ 
office. 
Pettis 
county 
also has one Star 
route from Sedalia to Longwood, a 
distance of sixteen miles, 
and 
this 
route serves numerous people, who are 
not on routes covered by the rural car­ 


riers.

of the condition of 


Advisable to Select Those That Have 
Grown Rapidly— Hen in Action 
Needs Lots of Room. 


In selecting pullets for this winter’s 
layers, it is advisable to choose those 
birds that have grown rapidly and 
Well and those that show quality, as 
indicated by a soft, pliable skiti over 
the breast bone and abdominal cavity. 
In addition to these two considera­ 
tions quality is further indicated by 
the texture of the head parts. 
The 
comb and wattles should not only be 
w’ell developed but should have a nice, 
smooth, velvety texture. A fourth con­ 
sideration in selecting the prospective 
layer is that of capacity. A hen in ac­ 
tion needs lots of room, that is to say, 
room for the digestive and reproduc­ 
tive organs. Such capacity is indicat­ 
ed by good width between the pelvic 
bones and also good width between 
these and the rear end of the keel.

Restrictions upon extensive specu­ 


lation in war specialties is the latest 
phrase of Wall street activities, and

The 
shares of half a dozen or more man­ 
ufacturing concerns had been taken 
in hand and boosted skyward by the 
manipulators on the strength of pro­ 
fits anticipated from war orders, the 
evident purpose being to unload on 
suckers. 
It is said on 
what 
appears to 
good authority that this doesn’t con­ 
cern the general public to any great 
extent. The accepted theory seems to 
be that the affair 
is 
a contest be­ 
tween a set of inside gamblers who 
are running the game and a crowd of 
more or 
less 
sophisticated outside 
ramblers who 
think 
they 
see 
a 
chance to beat it. That the insiders 
eventually will skin the outsiders is 
a fair assumption, from their superi­ 
or strategic position but nobody need 
harrow his emotions over that. The 
stocks referred to are not of a sort 
that attract much outside investment 
money in any case. Certainly any out­ 
sider who would put his money into 
a war order stock after it had been 
boosted to the sky is a hopeless case. 
In its present free, unincorporated 
state the stock exchange 
has fairly 
unlimited power 
over 
its members, 
and so is in a position to cheek man­ 
ipulation. 
This is shown by develop­ 
ments of the last few days. 
“There 
was no marked lessening of activity,” 
we are told, “but the irregular trend 
of prices plainly indicated a hurried 
reduction 
of 
speculative 
commit­ 
ments.”

foundation more 
than nine months ago upon which a 
massive pile 
of 
masonry has been 
erected and is expected to be a fit 
ting memorial to Lincoln. The edifice 
will not be 
complete 
until 
March, 
1918; at least, that is the time limit 
placed by law. The c ist of the memo­ 
rial is to be $2,000,000 and it is being 
constructed entirely 
of 
pure white 
Colorado Yule marbly. The structure 
is so massive th at (is growth from 
day to day has hardly been percepti­ 
ble, hut now more than a fourth of 
the marble is in place, showing that 
it will be completed within the time 
limit set. 
More 
than 200,000 cubic 
feet of marble will 
be 
used in the 
construction. The ground upon which 
this memorial is being built was at 
one time a swamp, a menace to the 
health of the inhabitants of the Dis­ 
trict. The swamp was filled in sever­ 
al years ago and has been used as a 
speedway of several miles along the 
Potomac river and the adjacent terri­ 
tory, a favorite resort for motorists.

Taken by Union soldiers from the 
court house during the Civil war, the J 
will has been an object of search bv 
the people of Fairfax county for more 
than fifty years. 
Discovery of the relic among the 
effects of the late J. Pierpont Morgan 
two years ago led to a bitter contro­ 
versy between the state of Virginia 
and J. P. Morgan, jr., who refused to 
mrrender it. 
Not until a few weeks 
igo, when the contention was about 
o be aired before the supreme court 
if the United States, 
did 
the New 
ork financier capitulate. 
What price Mr. Morgan paid for the 
clio is not known, but that he prized 
t as one of the most valuable papers 
in his collection 
of 
historic docu­ 
m ents is shown by the 
fact th at he 
kept the secret of his possession of 
it up to the time of his 
death, 
and 
not once perm itted 
a 
publication of 
is text. 
The fact that the present article is 
Able to include this text is due to the 
persistence of the 
writer, 
says 
a 
Richmond. Va., correspondent, in ch­ 
aining a certified copy of it from the 
■lerk of the court 
and 
getting per­ 
mission to take a photograph of the 
first page of the original, which con- 
ains the signature of Mrs. W ashing­ 
ton. For it is no mean task to get the

valued traditions while giving sanc­ 
tion to the established use of roads 
that have been traversed a century or 
more, says Baltimore American. There 
is a strong movement the country 
over for the honoring of the old roads 
and trails. 
This is manifest in the 
movement that contemplates a memo­ 
rial highway to .Abraham Lincoln. The 
Old National Turnpike has clustering 
about it traditions cf history thai 
have been transformed into literary 
lore unuer the magic pens of essay­ 
ists and poets. 
In the far West agi­ 
tation for the preservation of the old 
trails is gaining in strength, and the 
Old Oregon, and the Old Whiskey and 
other historic trails tiiat dafe back to 
times immemorial will doubtless be 
preserved 
as 
far as possible and, 
where obliterated by the path of prog­ 
ress, will be marked. Thus the trails 
followed by the red men from Canada 
wen down to Central America will in 
.imp be made matters of record and 
reverence. 
While 
sentimental 
and 
practical 
considerations may not always be em­ 
braced in the conclusions of the good 
roads commission, yet these should 
be and doubtless are considered to­ 
gether in so far as the commission has 
enlightenment and understands the 
sentiment of the 
communities 
af­ 
fected. 
But the main proposition is 
that the people of Maryland are a unit 
for the continuance of the good roads 
movement. Baltimore has been great­ 
ly advantaged by the construction of 
paved streets from the country line, 
over roads that enter the city. 
It 
has deep interest in the prosecution 
of the good roads work for the bene­ 
fit of the agricultural communities of 
the entire state. The traffic and trans 
potation (advantages are immense, 
while the state is thereby elevated in 
the view of the country at large. Let 
the good roads work go on. 


CONTROL OVER LOCAL ROADS 


State Highway Departments Should 
Be Given Some Measure of Super­ 
vision Over Thoroughfares. 


The realization has become quite 
general that, in order to render maxi­ 
mum service, state highway depart­ 
ments should be given some measure 
of control over the construction and 
maintenance of local roads. 
For this 
class of roads an amount exceeding 
$1G0,000,000 is expended annually, with 
comparatively little result to show’ in 
the form of improved road mileage for 
this great outlay. 
The state of Iowa 
has met this situation by placing all 
the road work in the state under the 
direction of the state highway de­ 
partment. 
Traffic is increasing so rapidly as to 
cause excessive w’ear upon the roads, 
especially in the vicinity of congested 
centers of population. This results in 
a heavy annual maintenance cost, av­ 
eraging in the large eastern skates not 
less than $750 per mile per annum. 
Many experiments have been made in 
the effort to devise types of road 
which can be maintained at relatively 
n th 
, un 
low cost. Thus far, aside from the 
cheaper forms of construction, the 
states are depending upon the vari­ 
ous forms of bituminous macadam, 
concrete, and vitrified brick road.— 
Yearbook United States Department 
of Agriculture.

j inseparable is losing force. Each year, 
i say poultry dealers, the demand for 
I turkeys is smaller than the one pre­ 
ceding, and there is more buying of 
other poultry and meats. 
This year local dealers did not con* 
tract heavily for turkeys, 
says 
the 
Star, owing to the disastrous experi­ 
ence last year, when large numbers of 
the birds were bought and had to be 
throwm on a declining market for sale 
or be dressed and put in cold storage 
because 
of 
the inadequate demand. 
Despite the smaller supply there are 
plenty to fill requirements and prices 
are slightly lower than a year ago. 
Geese, ducks and spring chickens sell 
readily. 
The crop of turkeys in the territory 
around Kansas City is smaller than 
last year and the fowls are not very 
fat, as a rule. 
This is due to the ab­ 
sence of severe 
cold 
weather 
and 
snow, allowing them to forage and 
preventing accumulation of fat. Texas, 
Oklahoma and New' Mexico have a 
big crop and most of the turkeys of­ 
fered here are from those states. 
Retail prices 
of 
dressed 
turkeys 
are twenty-three to twenty-six cents 
a pound; geese and 
ducks, 
twenty 
cents a pound; spring chickens, sev­ 
enteen to eighteen cents a pound.
